OEVENTEEN months ago President Wilson, commander-m-

chief of the army and navy, went before the congress of the 


: United States and asked for a declaration of war against the 


' Central empires. 


The declaration of war was voted. Twelve members of the 


United States senate voted against that declaration. 


Immediately following, a nation-wide campaign, amounting 


almoat to a national fury, broke against the men who were 
branded as the "wilful twelve." Our readers are too familiar 
with this campaign to make it necessary to go into detail here. 


Yesterday the president of the United States, the Com-
